Izar, but ouch delay would probably 
vitiate any plana he might make. That 
ta why. when anything has to be done 
in the m atter of repulrs and rearrange- 
menta behind the line it baa to be done 
at top speed. There are no “hours” iu 
the army. 
If a job has to be rushed, 
then everybody buckles to the task and 
keeps on slogging uutll the job Is fin­ 
ished. Tommy may grouse—he wouldn't 
ba much good if be didn't—but lie 
fe ta away with the job when he knows 
It la important. 
Once a job bad to be done at a spot 
w here the H unt had been shelling for 
three solid days. 
It was just the re­ 
moval of stores, and all the spare K. A. 
M. C. and A. 8. I!, men had been 
pressed Info the service on this par­ 
ticular occasion. It was carried through 
a t night, naturally, and there were no 
lights to he sliowu. 
The party would 
t u v e been blown out of the earth if 
titer# had been any indication of their 
presence. 
It w s s n t an easy job. 
In fact, it 
w as real hard work, the loading up of 
lorries, wagons, anything that •could 
be got in the way of wheeled transport. 
“Now. then, you chaps,” said the offi­ 
cer in charge, “I don’t know who you 
a r s or where yon come from.

the spot. where they are actually re­ 
quired.

something has to be done in a hurry, 
these materials can be brought up by 
m eans of motor lorries, with an A. 8.

Ammunition dumps, with their mil- 
lions of shells, have to be built so as 
to be within easy reach of the trans­ 
p o r t 
But other loads have to be 
Baade, leading through the dump from 
tb s main rout*. 
This la necessary in 
•order that s lorry may be brought in 
suad loaded or unloaded from either 
side. 
These roads are of the corduroy 
variety, a floor of pit props being laid 
'end made secure, for the ti see being. 
But when It does rain in France—well, 
you know all about It.

Humoring the Steam Roller. 
Even steam rollers have to he con­ 
sidered, for a steam roller has a soul, I 
and has to be humored.

from a London suburb, and she was 
resting In a ditch. The next I saw was J 
one from the county council of a south- j 
em county. 
She was in a ditch, too. 
Both were got out. of course, but the 
edge of a road in France has un un­ 


canny habit of breaking away, arm t 
then the trouble negtns. 
O neiroller I knew was the most per-- > 
verse creature I ever met. 
She made 
a start by blowing out the plug of tier 
boller and had to be assisted from a 
small river twice by rneaus f»l a couple 
of “caterpillar'' tractors. 
Then, sud­ 
denly, she appeared to change her 
mind, and when I heard of her last 
was working as though she were at 
home. 
She had to Im- kept at work, 
too, and her repairs had also to he 
rushed. 
When the plug blew out, for 
instance, an officer who happened to 
come along took a couple of men round 
to a French blacksmith's shop, found 
some lead, made the repairs there sod 
then, paid half a franc out of his own 
pocket and wasted only a few bour* 
over the task instead of a couple of 
da> s. 
Economy of time means every­ 
thing, and an hour saved means sn 
hour gained. 
Real Rush Rspair. 
“Somewhere in France” there is a 
little river about the width of a canal 
aud with the water confined between 
banks some feet higher than the sur­ 
rounding country. The Hun naturally 
shelled these banks, with the inten­ 
tion of letting all the stream into the 
fields. 
Now and again he got home 
on 
his 
objective. 
But 
in

few 
minutes, with sheets of corrugated 
Iron, 
posts, 
wire bindings, rolls of 
brushwood—-in fact, anything that was 
at hand—the gap was filled in and 
the daniMge repaired.

ten days.
